Hopes for a Vote on Neat 
Monday Are Blasted. 


Sentiment in Favor of Ark 
tration Is Growing. 


But O’Gorman Would Settle 
Case Here and Now.

WASIINGTON, May 18.—With the 

cana] -tolls-exemption controversy 
nearing a vote, sentiment in the Sen- 
ate is growing in favor of an effort to 
substitute for the pending bill a rebo- 
lution which would provide for the 
submission of the dispute between the 
United States and Great Britain to an 
internationa! tribunal. 
Although Senators who have dis- 
cussed this proposal are not sure it 
will prevail when time for a vote ar- 
rives, they essert many of their col- 
leagues are willing to adopt this 
course. 
Senator O’Gorman, leader of the 
forces fighting repeal, will not con- 
sent to arbitration, it was. said to- 
night, and the proposal undoubtedly 
will meet with vigorous opposition 
among Seriators on both sides of the 
issue. It was pointed out, however, 
‘that before the House passed the re- 
peal bill President Wilson was willing 
that the question should be settled by 
arbitration. 

During the day three Senators 
added their voices to those who see 
in arbitration the best way out of the 
difficulty. Senator Sutherland asserted 
that arbitration was the one way to 
settle the dispute. Senator Williams 
announced that he would gladly vote 
for arbitration, and Senator Works 
agreed that this plan was desirable. 
A resolution providing for submission 
to arbitration has been introduced by 
Senator Norris, and may come up for 
consideration before a vote on the re- 
peal itself is demanded. 

On the Republican side today it de- 
veloped that Senators Root and Lodge, 
as well as others who are prominent 
in the fight for repeal, would favor 
arbitration. 

A two-thirds vote of the nate 
would be required to pass an itra- 
tion resolution. Those opposed to the 
idea pointed out that arbitration 
would mean a long delay, and in the 
meantime the canal would be opened 
and operated, and many complica- 
tions would arise. 

No effort apparently has been made 
on the Democratic side to sound out 
Senators on the plan. 

Democratic leaders who expected a 
vote on the repeal bill next Monday 
learned today that chances for this 
hope being realized were growing 
slim. Senator’ Jones gave notice of 
his intention to speak on the repeal 
bill on that day, and it was under- 
stood that other Senators might not 
decide to speak before Monday. 


SUTHERLAND AMAZED. 


Senator Sutherland of Utah declared 
in the Senate today that in the hig

The number of allowances for the 
year was thirty-three, making the 
present total of allowances now in 
force 403. The average annual pay- 
ment to an individual is $1703.

A bitter con- 
versy arose over his case, scientists 
disagreeing concerning the nature of 
his disease. In 1911 he settled on a 
small farm near Tacoma, and a year 
later was pronounced a leper and re- 
moved to Diamond Head. 

At the quarantine station he was 

in charge of two other lepers, 
one of whom, Dominick Pittori, es- 
caped a year ago, made his way across 
the continent and found refuge in 
Italy without being captured.

Despite the unfavorable features in the 
general business prospect, resulting solely 
from Washington's persistent war on busi- 
ness, the magnificent promise which the 
official crop report for May gives should 
have a stimulating effect. 

Present indications poiut to a total wheat 
crop of nearly a billion bushels (900,000,- 
000,) and for that estimate the figures of 
last year’s spring wheat harvest are taken. 
As that crop suffered considerable deterio- 
ration, this year’s total may even exceed 
the estimate. It may be a billion bushels 
or more. 

While there is always the possibility that 
early-crop. promises may not be realized 
in the harvest, present conditions minimize 
that possibility. Winter wheat attained 
good growth last fall; it was well protected 
by snow through the winter; the soil in 
which it stands is well saturated; where- 
fore even a time of deficient rainfall would 
not do the crop much harm unless it were 
greatly prolonged the country over. 

And spring wheat has the advantage of 
being planted under exceptionally favorable 
conditions. 

But even if there should be deterioration, 
.it would have to go to an improbable degree 
to prevent this year’s crop from being a 
record breaker. 

As a matter of course, remarks the well- 
posted Journal of Albany, N. Y., the condi- 
tions which have made this one crop 80 ex- 
ceptionally promising are benefiting all 
other crops in equal measure. Unless there 
comes a decided change to unfavorable con- 
ditions, the corn crop, too (always our lead- 
ing crop in total quantity and total money 
valye,) will be a large one. Early and lux- 

t pasturage increases the production 
of milk, and therefore that of butter ang 
cheese. 

Last year’s crops were fairly up to the 
average despite a long period of unusual 
drouth In most sectiof$ of the country, 
other than California. With increased 
acreage, and under normally favorable con- 
ditions, this year’s harvests should be be- 
yond the average all round. If they are 
they will stimulate prosperity despite fac- 
ors working to the contrary, and they may 
prove effective to overcome much else that 
would have most unfavorable effect if there 
were nothing to offset it.

SIX MONTHS OF THE 
LOW WILSON TARIFF. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

Six months’ experiment with President 
Wilson's tariff recipe for “sharpening the 
wits of American manufacturers” by open- 
ing our doors to the manufacturers of other 
parts of the world has given four definite 
results. | 

First,.an increase in importations of man- 
ufactures. 
Second, a slowing down of our own fac- 
tories. 
Third, a falling off in our exports of man- 
ufactures. 
Fourth, a falling off in revenues. 
The official record for the first half-year 
of the tariff law’s operation is now avail- 
able, the Department of Commerce’s state 
ment of imports and exports for March 
completing the figures for the six months. 
Imports of manufactures have ma 
increased, the quantity of manufacturers’ 
material drawn from abroad for the use of 
our factories has been greatly reduced, ex- 


fallen off (chiefly to the loss of the Amer 
ican wage-worker) and the receipts from 
customs are far below the normal. 
Here are the figures in proof:

Treasury Deficit increasing. 
Meantime the deficit in the treasury ac- 
counts continues to mount, yesterday's of- 
ficial statement showing the “excess of or- 
dinary disbursements” for the fiscal year 
$37,097,955, against an excess of revenue 
receipts of $7,395,706 for the same period 
of the last year, when the much-berated 
Payne tariff was in operation, or, to put it 
in ordinary terms, a deficit of $37,009,000 
this fiscal year akainst a surplus of $7,333,- 
000 at this time last year. Of course the 
administration is depending on the income 
tax to pull it out of the hole. 

In every month of the period in which 
the new law has been industriously “sharp- 
ening the wits of American manufactur- 
ers” by bringing in foreign manufactures 
at reduced rates of duty the customs re 
ceipts have fallen below those of the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

In five of the six months the imports of 
finished manufactures have exceeded those 
of the sdme months of the preceding year; 
and in four of the six months the imports 
of manufacturers’ materials and the ex- 
ports of manufactures have fallen short of 
the record of the corresponding months of 
‘Jast year. 


Our Supplies Made Abroad. 


maftufactures has been progressive. The 
closing month of the period showed also 
larger total imports than any other, $183,- 
000,000, against $133,000,000 in i first 
month. On the other hand the exports of 
domestic products have steadily fallen, the 
figures for October, 1913, having been 
$269,000,000 and in March, 1914, only $184, 
000,000. This seems to illustrate the falla-

McCombs left Nutall and went to San 

Francisco. During her absence Nutal! 
wrote her letters couched in terms 
of endearment and pleaded with her 


to return to his arms. It was a short 
time after her return that Nutall and 
Mra. McCombs went for the ride that 
ended in her death. Coming down 
the mountain road, he said, somethi 
went wrong with the machine, an 
Nutall jumped from the car, which 
went careening down the steep road 
Mrs. McCombs, he eaild, jumped a few 
seconds later and was killed. 

The motive for the «rime, accordi 
to Deputy District Attorney Richard- 
son, was the fact that Mra. McCombs 
had made a will in which young Nut- 
all was made the heir to her estate, 
valued at about $17,000.
